NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
Chapter 9 - Town Anniversary Issues 


Medals, badges, etc. had been issued for New Hampshire town anniversaries si.u'v 
1896 or earlier, but by realatively few towns, and they were generally regarded as 
only souvenirs for local people. The issue by Concord in 1965 of bicentennial medals 
featuring the Concord Coach attracted national attention due to it attractive*.-; : 
tie-in with the famous Wells-Fargo history. Many collectors now try to get cor:.. : * 

collections of all new issues and the scarce older issues are much prized. Thi . 
chapter will attempt to list all known town anniversary issues before 1965 and • 
odd ball issues since. We will not include Old h 0 me Week medals that do not tie - 
with a special anniversary but will include some that were private issues by lank.-. ,.r 
others which may have been partly for good will, public service , or advertising. 



1896 Manchester Semi-centennial. The pin type souvenir badges shown inside 1 ; ■ at 
cover ($1 <fc $2) were made by Schwaab Co. for Mane he ster ' s 50th anniversary, pi if. 
called the shield type and $ 2 the ship type. Both are gilt color. |3 is a 30mm. aiumin* 
medal. It has words "Pupil's Medal, Children's Chorus" on reverse with monogram of 
largw M with P superimposed on left leg and S on the right leg. This probably stood for 
Manchester Public Schools. The obverse die or similar ones were used for several tokens 
mentioned in Chapter 8, P. 288, in Winter 1976-77 Nonagon, so will not list them here. 

1899 Hampstead 150th. The badge shown as $4 has 45mm. uniface tin medal showing a 
church, with red, white and blye ribbon. This is the only one seen. 

1911 Goffstown 150th. The 44mm. uniface "Souvenir" pin shown as #5 has red, white, 
and blue ribbon as issued for the June 16, 1911 celebration in Goffstown. Rare. 

1911 Lebanon 150th. The 44^- mm. white metal was issued with small round loop and 
ring with 3/l6 inch blue and gold ribbons, and also in widetf fob type loop. Many later 
medals used a design similar to the reverse of this medal (pH Warren and ?fl2 Raymond). 

1911 Newport 150th. The 38 MM. silvered bronze fob was produced by Whitehead & f 
Hoag, Newark, N. J. for Newport's celebration, Aug 14, 15, & 16, 1911. Rare. 


1912 Haverhill 150th. The 27 mm. x 39 mm. rectangular fob in white metal shown as 
$ 8 is rather unusaal in shape. Rare. 


1913 New Boston 150th. The rather plain pin button with ribbon issued for New 
Boston's 150th anniversary is rare. 

1913 Plymouth 150th. The 39 mm. high relief white metal medal shown as p 10 
is probably the most attractive of the early medals. It is probably bronze with silver 
plating. 

1913 Warren 150th. The 26-g mm. silvered medal was issued with qrimch wide red, 
white and blue ribbon. The reverse is similar to the 1911 Lebanon but reduced size. 


1914 Raymond 150th. The lean Tavern is shown on the 39 mm. fob in silvered brass. 

The reverse design similar to 1911 Lebanon has no dates on the ribbon. 

1914 Lancaster 150th. This 36 mm. scalloped fob is silver plated bronze. Made by 
Boston Badge Ci>. it shoves the first court house in Lancaster. 

1915 Concord 150th. The state capitol is shown on the 38 mm. silvered brass medals 
issued with wide fob loop (p 14) or round loop (14A). "Penacpok 1725/The Wilderness 

Was Glad For Them" is inscribed above and "Law, Education, Religion" below, with "Soncord/ 
adopted City Charter/ 1853" on ribbon below. Reverse similar to 1911 Lebanon. Scarce.^ 1 

1915 Cornish 150th. The pin buttoii with flag facsimile was produced by Whitehead i- 
hoag Co., ^ewark, N. J. Rare. 


1915 Hopkinton 150th, The silvered brass medal showing town hall is quite rare.
